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Council Receives Preliminary Plans 
For Golden Triangle, Schrom Prop.

From opposite ends of Greenbelt Road, Greenbelt is feeling 
the impending hand of commercial development. Since 1965, both 
the Golden Triangle — the 57-acre tract bounded by Greenbelt 
Road, Kenilworth Ave., and the Capital Beltway — and the 67- 
acre Schrom property, located southeast of the intersection of the 
Baltimore-Washington Parkway and Greenbelt Road just outside 
the city boundaries have been zoned C-2 (general commercial). 

(Part of the Schrom property is also zoned R-10 for high-rise 
apartments). But with the money pinch, sewer moratorium, and 
other problems, little activity has taken place in connection with 
these tracts. 


Within the last fortnight, the city 
has received from the Maryland- 
National Capital Park and Plan¬ 
ning Com mis don preliminary plans 
of subdivision for the two tracts. 
At last Monday's meeting, city 
council reacted to the proposed 
plans and in both cases suggested 
numerous changes; a major con¬ 
cern was the traffic burden that 
would be placed on an already 
overburdened Greenbelt Road. 

Golden Triangle 

In the case of the Golden Tri 
angle, the city's Advisory Plan¬ 
ning Board and council members 
held a meeting on February 19 
with the owner’s representative 
Kenneth Michael and Burton Lus- 
tine, who had indicated an inter¬ 
est in developing 20-f acres in the 
eastern part of the Golden Tri¬ 
angle for possibly a new and used 
automobile agency (see accomp¬ 
anying sketch). 

The city’s chief interest was 
what will be placed on the pro¬ 
perty, but subdivision preliminary 
plans do not concern themselves 
with building construction or land 
use. The owner’s representative 
mentioned a high-rise office build¬ 
ing on the western half of the 
tract, but it was all indefinite. 
What did seem certain was that 
there was no overall master plan 
for the entire tract, just piecemeal 
development. 

Preliminary plans do indicate 


how the property would be subdi¬ 
vided. The plan proposed the sub¬ 
division of the property into eight 
lots, with access by means of a 
private or dedicated entrance road 
connecting to Greenbelt Road op¬ 
posite the entrance to the Green¬ 
belt Regional Park. 

Council Recommendations 

Council recommended to MNC- 
PPC that the plan not be approved 
until certain issues are resolved. 
These included 

U) extra right-of-way dedica¬ 
tion along Greenbelt Road to pro¬ 
vide for a slow-down lane similar 
to that in front of the Beltway 
Plaza; 

(2) provision for bikeways on 
Greenbelt Road; 

(3) access to the two acres of 
city-owned property (Indian 
Springs) located at the northern 
tip of the triangle; 

(4) need to acquire additional 
right-of-way in conjunction with 
the reconstruction of the Green¬ 
belt Road-Kenilworth Ave. inter¬ 
change; and 

(5) need to minimize the number 
of curb cuts along Greenbelt Road 
and to have access to lots within 
the tract by an internal circula¬ 
tion system. 

The council and APB reminded 
MNCPPC that the College Park- 
Greenbelt Area 66 and 67 Master 
Plan designated the Golden Tri¬ 
angle as a “special treatment ar~

ea.” MNCPPC was asked to clarify 
what was intended by this desig¬ 
nation. 

Schrom Property 
The subdivision plan for the 
Schrom property, now owned by 
Northwest Valley Limited Part¬ 
nership Number 1 and the Frank¬ 
fort Drive Limitjed Partnership 
Number 1, shows access to the 
property through Hanover Park¬ 
way, which is a city street at the 
intersection of Greenbelt Road op¬ 
posite the Greenbriar tract. Cur¬ 
rent access is by means of a road 
opposite the Baltimore ramp to 
the Parkway and it appears that 
this road may be discontinued. 

The city council recommended 
that the plan be rejected until the 
following is accomplished:

Council Funding CARES 
From April through July

Without much hesitation, the city 
council unanimously agreed to 
fund Greenbelt CARES at the 
$81,212 level for a four-month 
period, April through July, at 
which time it would consider the 
financial status of CARES along 
with the rest of the city’s budget. 

The cost to the city for a four- 
month period would amount to 
$6,639, and the city would reach 
into its^ contingency reserve of 
$10,000 to pay for the program. If 
city funding continued, however, 
without any other: source forth- 
coriiing, the city might have to 
spend as much as $19,917 for 
CARES. 

These events occurred on the 
heels of the February 21 meeting 
of the Governor’s Commission on 
Law Enforcement and the Ad¬ 
ministration of Justice which a- 
warded a $59,000 Federal grant to 
the City of Greenbelt for second 
year funding of CARES. The city 
had requested from the Governor's 
Commission a grant in the amount 
of $73,090. Under the proportional 
funding system if the city had re¬ 
ceived full funding from the Gov¬ 
ernor's Commission as requested, 
the city would have received an ad¬ 
ditional amount of $2,843 from the 
State of Maryland and would have 
had to contribute to the program 
the sum of $5,297. At the lower 
grant level, the city will receive 
$2,295 in state funds and will have 
to match with the sum of $4,261, 
making total funding available of 
$65,556. 1 

Although this latter figure was 
supported by Chairman of the 
Board of CARES Jim Cassels, city 
manager James Giese and Project 
Director Dr. Leo Walder felt they 
could not operate CARES during 
the second year at the $65,556 level. 
However, it was envisaged that 
CARES would be reorganized dur¬ 
ing its third year at which time 
a smaller budget would be feasi¬ 
ble. Cassels’ objection to the higher 
funding centered around what he 
felt was the under-utilization of 
volunteers. He also expressed the 
board’s interest in engaging the 
University of Maryland’s counsel¬ 
ing center to operate the program 
should Walder’s Behavior Service 
Consultants be unwilling to con¬ 
tinue CARES for a second year. 

Although the city received a few 
letters and phone calls opposed to 
city financing of CARES, all coun- 
cilmen reported that the majority 
of citizens contacting them had 
voiced strong support for CARES. 
Indeed, Joanna Mudrock, speaking 
from the audience, seemed to echo 
the feelings of many who had 
knowledge of CARES. She stressed 
the need for a family-oriented 
service which was located right 
here in the community. She felt 
people who need counseling are 
reluctant to drive miles outside 
their city, feel a sense of despera¬ 
tion when placed on long waiting 
lists, and often resist counseling 
because of .the financial strain on 
family budgets. 

She felt that there was no com¬ 
parable service in the county avail¬ 
able to families (school counselors 
are concerned with only educa¬ 
tional problems of the child—not 
the family* where young people 
felt comfortable attending the 
weekly sessions. 

Others to speak in favor of 
CARES were former councilwoman 
Rhea Cohen who affirmed that 
“There is nothing more important 
than people in this city” and urged 
the council to "do anything to 
keep the project going”; Nancy 
Spong who praised the council for 
their awareness and responsiveness 
to the social problems of the com ¬ 
munity; and Rev. Kenneth Buker 
who strongly supported council’s 
continued help for the Greenbelt’s 
youth. 

Thus came the council's vote to 
1) agree to fund Greenbelt CARES 
at the annual rate of $81,212 for 
the first third of its second fiscal 
year, that is through July; 2) pur¬ 
sue additional sources of funding, 
including assistance from Prince 
Georges County, and appeal the de¬ 
cision of the Governor’s Commis 
sion; 3) consider funding beyond 
July as part of the budget for the 
next fiscal year; and 4) direct 
Greenbelt CARES and the city staff 
to formulate a revised program of

Capital Park and Planning Commission by the owners of the 57-acre Golden Triangle, The tract is 
divided into 8 lots. Burton Lustine has indicated an interest in developing lots No. 5 (6 acres), No. 7 
(9,5 acres), and No. 8 (4.6 acres). The tract marked “City” contains the old Walker family ceme¬ 
tery and Indian Springs. The main roadway off of Greenbelt Road would be 80 feet wide while each 
of the arms are proposed at 70 feet wide. The circles indicate cul-de-sacs. The other lots shown have 
the following acreage: No. 1 (10.4 acres), No. 2 (10,0 acres), No. 3 (5.6 acres), No. 4 (5.1 acres), and 
No. 6 (0.6 acres).

The Government National Mort¬ 
gage Association (GNMA) has of¬ 
fered to work out an arrangement 
under which it would postpone 
collection of 1974 principal pay¬ 
ment on the mortgage - approxi¬ 
mately $319,000. The offer is con¬ 
ditioned on GHI’s using its reserv¬ 
es for fuel conservation measures 
and instituting a more nearly re¬ 
alistic schedule of monthly char - 
ges. 

It is apparent already that there 
will be full use of reserves. Mem¬ 
bership action will be required, 
however, if monthly charges are 
to be altered. GPU members should 
make known to the board of di¬ 
rectors that they support its mak¬ 
ing every effort to effectuate an 
appropriate arrangement with Gr- 
NMA. This is far too good a 
chance to let it slip through our 
fingers in effect a loan of $319- 
000 at 4 percent interest.

He has 
repeatedly asked for additional 
personnel although we are badly 
overstaffed in the administrative 
and/or clerical phase of our oper¬ 
ation. Our table of organization is 
riddled with deadwood due to un¬ 
necessary departmentalization. 

And, it is this type of thing that 
should be looked into closely before 
we proceed with the expenditure 
of additional interest monies due 
to the deferment! And we should 
make FNMA aware of that fact!

Schrom Sewer Plant 

In a related development, the 
council recommended to the county 
council that the proposed on-site 
package treatment plant for the 
Schrom property not be approved 
for a point of discharge and be 
deleted from the County 10-year 
Water and Sewer Plan. The city’s 
position is that no sewage service 
to the property should be permit¬ 
ted until added capacity is avail¬ 
able in the Anacostia basin. 

The city further felt that since 
one of the justifications cited for 
the Greenbriar on-site sewage 
plant was its contribution toward 
improved sewage treatment, the 
county should await an evaluation 
of the Greenbriar experience be¬ 
fore • approving any additional 
package plants. 

The council also suggested that 
no action be taken on the plant 
until residents of the Kingswood 
subdivision are made aware of the 
proposal and are given an oppor¬ 
tunity to be heard by the county 
council. The effluent from the pro¬ 
posed. plant would flow into a 
stream that would flow under the 
Capital Beltway and through the 
back yards of approximately ten 
homes in the Kingswood subdivi¬ 
sion and then through the Green¬ 
belt Regional Park.

Council Considers Upping Pool Rates, 
Reassessment Of SHL Golf Course

For a change, the Monday, February 25, agenda of city coun¬ 
cil was not dominated by Greenbriar, Instead there were discus¬ 
sions about swimming pool rates, the Springhill Lake golf course. 
Green belt CARES financing, and Golden Triangle and Schrom 
property subdivision plans (see separate articles on latter two

items). 

The only Greenbriar issue on 
the agenda concerned the city’s 
reaction to the Environmental 
Impact Statement prepared by the 
Goddard Space Flight Center re¬ 
lating to the 150-foot easement 
necessary in order to provide for 
the piping of the Greenbriar se¬ 
wage treatment effluent into a 
free flowing stream. 

Comments on the document 
which approved the granting of 
the easement as soon as the U.S. 
Environmental Protection Agency 
processes an operational permit for 
the plant are due April 1. The 
EPA notified the city that it will 
be holding a public hearing on the 
permit in the spring sometime 
(GSFC said it will not). The coun¬ 
cil decided to have a special work¬ 
shop on the subject March 11. 

Swimming Pool Rates 

The council tentatively agreed 
to up the charges for the Green- 
belt swimming pool which has 
been faced with declining sales of 
passes and admission tickets. The 
last time resident fees were raised 
was in 1971. 

The new family season pass 
rate would be $40, up $5 from last 
year. To encourage the sale of 
season passes, the council agreed 
that those who purchased season 
passes before the pool opened 
would be charged the old rate of 
$35 and not the new rate of $40. 
The city expects that the one sil¬ 
ver lining in the energy crisis is 
that more people may take advan¬ 
tage of the city’s pool, rather 
than take extended summer trips. 

The daily admission rate would 
go up from $1 to $1.25, with pro¬ 
portionate increases for other ca¬ 
tegories except senior citizens’ 
fees. The rates for swimming in¬ 
structions would rise from $4 to 
$5 for each child (for 6-hour swim¬ 
ming course), and from $7 to $8 
for two or more children in same 
family. 

Non-city residents would also 
pay a higher rate: $85 for the fam¬ 
ily per season, $2 daily admission. 

Golf course vs, Ballflelds 

A request by city manager 
James K. Giese to purchase a $640 
greens mower for maintenance of 
the city-acquired Springhill Lake 
golf course precipitated a discus¬ 
sion on the golf course’s future. 
Councilman Richard Castaldi felt 
that there might be a greater 
need for sandlot ball fields in the 
area, especially after the SHL rec¬ 
reation building is constructed. 
Councilman Tom White wanted a 
full evaluation of the golf course 
before appropriating any more 
money for its maintenance. 

Councilman Gil Weidenfeld said 
that there were a great many SHL 
people who appreciated and used 
the golf course while Mayor Ri¬ 
chard Pilski expressed concern 
that the golf course was being 
used by many non-Greenbelters. 

Tom Greer, from the audience, 
reported his findings that Spring¬ 
hill Lakers were about 50-50 split 
in their preference for a golf 
course vs. ballflelds. 

The city manager thought that 
the more immediate problem was 
whether to maintain a nine-hole 
course or to eliminate some of the 
greens and fairways. This decision 
has been forced on the city by the 
fact that the first green is located 
on SHL apartment property and 
the SHL owners are planning to 
extend a parking lot onto the pro¬ 
perty. Giese said that the city has 
the option of relocating the sod 
of the first green to city property. 


CORRECTION 

In last week’s News Review 
councilman Thomas White was 
incorrectly identified as being a 
member of the GHI Ad Hoc 
Committee on the Greenbriar 
Sewage Treatment Plant. Ac¬ 
tually, White represented the 
city along with the four other 
councilmen in its meeting with S 
GHI on the matter. 


The council finally decided to 
refer the matter of the golf course 
future to the city’s Park and Re¬ 
creation Advisory Board. In the 
meantime, the city manager would 
be authorized to remove the sod 
if necessary. 

Land Acquisition 

The Advisory Planning Board in 
Report #135 recommended the ac¬ 
quisition of 30 acres of parcel 1 
(the land between Greenbelt 
Homes, Inc. property and the Bal¬ 
timore-Wash ingon Parkway). This 
acreage would be adjacent to the 
14 acres of Federal surplus prop¬ 
erty donated and would consist 
primarily of a stream valley. The 
matter had been referred to both 
PRAB and APB for further study 
after the council received varying 
recommendations as to the amount 
of land to be acquired in parcel 1. 

The APB did not recommend ad¬ 
ditional acquisition in parcel 1 at 
this time. It felt that with the need 
to acquire additional land in other 
parts of the city, as well as the 
uncertainty of matching funds 
from Federal or State sources, ad¬ 
ditional land acquisition in parcel 
1 beyond 30 acres should be defer¬ 
red. 

Other Matters 

The council agreed to accept 
bids obtained by county for 3 Am¬ 
erican Motors Matadors for po¬ 
lice cars, one to be charged to 
F/"i 1975 funds. Cost per unit car 
about $3,500, including V~8 engine 
and air-conditioning . . . Next 
council meeting Monday, March 
4 ■ - . . Council approved garden 
plots for Garden Club on tempo¬ 
rary basis south of Municipal 
Warehouse . . . Introduced for 
first reading was a motion to pro¬ 
vide for the payment of interest to 
taxpayers for refunds of overpay¬ 
ment of taxes at a rate of % per¬ 
cent per month . . . Council agreed 
support Council of Govern-
